Thanks you very tauch for your letter by your Deputy atanp dated J une 20,1977 

It refers to only one of Ey requests, those related to ‘'*r. Powell, 1 have heard 
froE Amy Intelligence at Ft. i-eedo. They told as they had aoarched the rooords of that 
Dallas unit and found nothing. In itself this is unsatisfactory b cause if these records 
are not filed there a record of their disposition should be. 

Correspondence with all the Ft, Meade people has been entirely unsatisfactory as I 
will explain, vn the face there appears to bo lea.: than honest treatment and not what is 
required, due diligence and good faith. The letters appear to bo semantical, I raise what 
I regard aa perfectly proper questions and receive no response, 1 do get non-responses. 

I have requested all there is on the Initially 1 was told repeatedly 

that there is nothing. 



As other agencies find records called for fay ay requests they refer back to the 
agencies of origin and then I must believe that only the record referred book exists. 

Just yesterday I received frorr *r, Conley at Amy intelligence a record that agency 
originated and one of HIS, T)da is the same Kr, Conley who aa cured me there was absolutely 
nothing of any nature called for by any of my requests. And while ths cor.espondence from 
KIS has appeared to be careful and honest this UIS record is one I have not yet received, 
(Perhaps it will come, I an nuofc more impressed by their attitude.) 

The distribution indicated on the Amy Intelligence record includes other places I 
long ago told &r, Conley should be searonwhen his letters indicated they had not been, 

I aa aware of certain basic practises from my earlier experience in intelligence and from 
following public official disclosures carefully. There should be many records. 

The aesM thing la true of f>SA» Total as. ur&noe there is no record relating to me. 

Then another agency corses up with a record that has ms in association with unnamed people 
supposedly representing some unspecified foreign power. While this has to bo utter non- 
sense unless it refers to my reporting days when it would have been normal and proper - 
and lid tod to our ellic'S —it is also the kind of thing it is HSA'o responsibility to 
watch in the national security. It makes no differ-enoe what x know and tell them. With 
this attitude I cannot tell them all 1 know. But I did tell thoa I have the names of 
several KSA agents who investigated mo. It is absolutely true. I also have dependable 
accounts of soae of the files on interceptions from those who have seen them. Moreover 
if none of this was true there is the official testimony before the Senate that makes it 
oortain the e were suah Interceptions i>f my ooa unioatloas. 

In the same mail with your letter is one from Air Force Billing Field. It refers to 
the search of a single file and reports no records. 1 don’t know how they file their records 
but I had much correspondence with them because of overflights that resulted in litigation. 
Also at least one meeting arranged by the Secretary, Dofl, with a Bolling JAG colonel in 1962. 
I can understand that they do not have 1962 records but I can't undaod how them could be 
any proper disposal of then without a record and not at all while there was continuing 
litigation. My request was prior to the end of the litigation. At the very least they have 
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to have tiieir printed flight regulations on file* *e are in them* i do not particularly 
want another co y.

I have gone into this detail, which is 
less than is possible, to rive you an understanding of why I feel as 1 do an’’ why I say 
there is reason to believe that the searches really wore not in good faith end were hardly 
with due diligence. While you have told me that the various agencies have ind- pendenco 
in FOIA natters I would like to hope for saw persuasion from LdH, particularly because 
of cy age end health and because 1 have begun the transfer of ny records to a o.niVv. sity 
archive. I will include all soesdngly adverse records but I would also like to be able to 
provide a cor antary on then and to use isy rights under PA fo” the official sots.
